We earnestly believe and know that we are not alone 
in the belief that boycotting would prove a boomerang 
that would seriously injure the retail hardware cause. 
In the first place the bulk of the retail hardware 
trade, if our personal knowledge gained from more or 
less intimacy with several thousand hardware dealers, 
counts for anything, are not in favor of radicalism. 
They want reform but not revolution, conference and 
not conflict. A “digest” a la Norvell would be a weap- 
on that would arouse bitter antagonism. It would also 
prove a terrible weapon in the hands of catalogue 
houses. They would tell the farmers that manufac- 
turers who sold them were being persecuted by the 
hardware trust because they réfused to maintain high 
prices. They would ask farmers why they should en- 


courage un-American boycotts by dealing with their 
home merchant who was a confessed boycotter. In 


fact, they would throw the onus of the business on the 
retail merchant. He would suffer from any miscar- 
riage of the plan, not the Norvell-Shapleigh Hardware 
Co. or any other jobbing house.

to rare blackmailing opportunities should persons of 
venal proclivities have charge of its make-up. Any 
scandal arising from the composition of this work 
would redound to the discredit of the retail hardware 
movement, however clean the hands of all its officers 
and members might be.

After the retailer failed to take full advantage of the 
invaluable assistance offered by the Simmons Hard- 
ware Co.—viz., an opportunity to lay in a certain line 
of bicycles sold by that concern—is it not mete that he 
should be left to his own devices and receive an old 
fashioned homily on the virtues of self-help? 

We will say frankly that whatever a movement may 
be, political or religious, commercial or educational, 
there is no place in the ranks for the man who assumes 
the role of a critical onlooker. It is the zelotypic man 
that is wanted. The one who readily assumes respon- 
sibility, who puts his shoulder to the wheel, who stakes 
his fortunes with those of the movement.

branches of trade in a position where their business 
policy will be more largely determined by the catalogue 
houses than is desirable. 

Going to the root of the matter Pres. Bogardus finds 
that the coigne of advantage that the catalogue house 
has to-day been brought about through the agency 
of price differentials. Is not the logical remedy for 
this condition of affairs the modification of the present 
system of price differentials ? 

We think with Pres, Bogardus that it is. 

We fail to see why this remedy for catalogue house 
competition should be styled a “fake.” 





THE opinions of leading hardware deal- 
The Trade ers given in last week’s and this week’s 
a issues show that only oNE hardware firm 
por favors them, while all the others are op- 
posed to their use. Those writing as to methods of 
curbing this evil favor both the enactment of prohibi- 
tory legislation and action on the part of merchants’ 
associations. Herewith we present data concerning 
the fight against these stamps in different localities: 
Less than a month ago the Montreal City Council 


passed the following ordinance: 

“Section 1—No person, firm or corporation in the City 
of Montreal shall give, distribute or receive any trading stamps 
or coupons, nor shall any person employ similar means nor re- 
sort to similar devices, which may be construed as equivalent 
to or as having the same effect as the said trading stamps 
or coupons. 

“Section 2.—No person, firm, company or corporation 
shall, in the said City of Montreal, carry on or pursue the 
trade of such stamps or coupons, or other sfmilar devices, 
or their equivalent, or that which may be construed as having 
the same effect. 

“Section 3—The prohibitive provision contained in Sec 
tions 1 and 2 of said By-Law No. 301 shall not apply in 
the City of Montreal, to any merchant or manufacturer who 
places in or upon packages of goods sold by him, or delivers 
to the purchaser of such goods, sold or manufactured, ticket 
or coupons to be redeemed by such perchant or manufacturer, 
either in money or merchandise. 

“Section 4.—Any person infringing any of the prohibitive 
provisions contained in Sections 1 and 2 of said By-Law No. 
301, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding twenty dollars 
($20), and in default of payment, to imprisonment for a term 
not exceeding three months. 

“Section 5.—This by-law shall be considered as forming 
part of said By-Law No. 301 to all intents and purposes.” 


William R. Warner, a Fall River (Mass.) grocer 
defines his position on trading stamps as follows: 

“T have received from you a printed circular upon the 
trading stamp scheme. I desire to answer you that there is 
no more uncompromising opponent of trading stamps than 
this firm and myself. 

“Neither will I allow any manufactured goods, in which 
stamps are placed, on sale in our store. I have already 
notified two parties whose goods we have handled for years, 
that we will not continue keeping them, if stamps are to be 
placed in their goods. 

“As a general rule, I, nor my family, do not trade in 
stores giving out stamps. I look upon all such devices as 
calculating to deceive and as a reflection upon the business 
standing of the stores who use them.” 


Thos. Martindale & Co., Philadelphia grocers, have 
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sent out the following circular to their trade on this 


question : 

“After careful consideration of the trading stamp ques 
tion, we have decided to continue selling the best groceries 
it low prices and to have nothing whatever to do with trading 
stamps. We don’t propose to enrich any trading stamp com- 
pany at the expense of our customers, for, remember, the 
customer not only pays, but pays dearly for every stamp re- 
ceived. In the first place, trading stamps cost money. There 
ire only two ways for the dealer to get them—either form a 
company of his own or buy them from one already established 
If he forms his own company he has to pay rent, equipment, 
cartage, printing, clerk hire, light and heat, and all other 
expenses necessary to conduct such a business, and he also 
has to pay for the premiums and presents he gives away for 
nothing. 

“If a dealer buys stamps irom an established company 
he pays so much per thousand for them. These trading 
stamp companies are formed to make money. Did you ever 
know of a concern growing rich by giving goods away? On 
the surface, that is the impression ccnveyed by the stamp 
concerns. They maintain expensive establishments, but sell 
no goods—just hand them out for stamps—and make money. 
Somebody pays for those stamps, but it is not the stamp 
company nor the dealer—it’s the customer every time. Do you 
remember the “get-rich-quick schemes” that swept over this 
community a few years ago; how they promised something 
for almost nothing, and how thousands of people were cheated 
ind duped out of their hard-2arned money? That bubble 
exploded with disastrous results to all its patrons. The trad 
i.x stamp scheme belongs to the same species, and the sooner 
the public wake up to the fact the more money they will 
have left in their pockets.” 

The Seattle, Wash., Retail Grocers’ Association 
have sent out the following statement: 


“There are but few of the merchants of the city who 
have not been seen by the anti-trade stamp committee, and 
nearly every merchant has signed the agreement not to use 
the trading stamps. To the few who have not been visited 
by a representative of the committee this communication 
has been addressed: We ask that you do not sign con- 
tracts with trading stamp or coupon companies without first 
learning what has been accomplished by this committee. We 
ire positive that the facts we have in our possession will 
convince you beyond a doubt that it will be to your interest 
not to sign a contract agreeing to use a trading stamp. We 
therefore request that those who may have been missed by 
our representatives communicate with the committee.” 


H. W. Schweppe, Alton, Ill., in a recent paper read 
before the Retail Merchants’ Association of Illinois. 
said: 

“A glib, smooth-talking man, soliciting for a trading 
stamp company, calls at your store and offers all kinds of 
inducements whereby he can gull the unsuspecting. Flattery 
and a glib tongue soon accomplish his purpose, and only at 
the end of the year does merchant No. 1 find his error 

“Fellow merchants, have you ever fully considered this 
subject? Have you who have used stamps given this matter 
proper thought? For example, suppose you are doing a busi 
ness of $10,000 a year, your expenses are 10 per cent, making 
an expense of $1,000. Now comes the trading stamp man, 
with his story of gold, and adds to your expense an addi 
tional 4 per cent, or $400 for the stamps. Why add this 
extra $400 to do the same amount of business? He tells you 
it will increase your business 25 per cent. You all know this 
is impossible, with a good merchant as a competitor. 

“Now the cost of doing your business of $10,000 has 
increased to $1,400 instead of $1,000. You must pay the 4 
per cent on all your business, that business you have worked 
so hard to get; if it were only on the increase, that would 
be different, but it is not; it is on the whole business. 

“Your first sales amounted to $10,000, expense $1,000 or 
10 per cent. If, as the stamp man says, you increase your 
sales 25 per cent., you sell $12,500: your expense account is 
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then $1,750, or 14 per cent, or for the increase of $2,500 you 
pay $750 or about 30 per cent. Until this is thoroughly 
digested, this monstrosity will live. 

“What is your remedy? Co-operation, organization. Or- 
ganization of merchants’ clubs or associations in your dif- 
ferent cities; free and unbiased discussions in your meetings, 
eliminating all jealousies. 

“Let us consider co-operation. Those of you who are in 
the same business, can stop the cutting of prices if you will 
meet and discuss the question and work together. You can 
inform each other in regard to persons who do not pay their 
accounts. 

“Co-operation with the State Association for the enact- 
ment of better laws, laws that will better protect you from 
the abuse of credit from dead-beats.” 


RANDOM SKETCHES.

Ir any reader of this paper was asked how many 
stove editors there are in the country he would prob- 
ably name two or three of the poor devils you see hang- 
ing around at stove conventions and think he had filled 
the bill. But no list of real thing stove editors goes 
after this unless it includes the editor in chief of the 
Ypsilanti (Mich.) Ypsilantian. He points out some 
errors made by stove merchants in that town which is 
noted for its nasty water and also as being the berg 
the Clayton & Lambert Mfg. Co. moved away from 
some six years ago. 

The article of this Michigan scribe is as follows: 


“If the stories of devices for making housekeeping easier 
are half of them true, it would be a delight to the tired 
housemistress to find the articles, or information about them, 
in the hands of our dealers here. One of the things most 
wanted is a stove that is economical of fuel. Yet our dealers 
never advertise a stove in which that virtue is claimed to be 
a prominent one. And the devices for cooking several things 
over one burner, other than the cooker that is piled up in 
stories like a skyscraper—who ever hears of it? And yet 
there is said to be such a cooker with a side door. If it is 
effective, it ought to find a ready sale everywhere. Possibly 
our dealers know of it, but they never tell about it. 

“And how about the device for keeping food hot? We 
hear about the work it does, but nothing about itseli—where 
it is made, what it costs and who sells it. For knowledge 
of the improvements in household articles, especially in the 
kitchen, the housewife is dependent upon the illustrated ads. 
in the city papers, and then must go on a general exploring 
expedition to find whether anybody here keeps them. The 
household magazine was right which said that dealers in 
hardware made a great mistake in not advertising such arti- 
cles; women were anxious to get anything of the kind which 
would save work, and would be glad to know where they 
could be found. And it might have added that the surest 
way to draw general custom is to cater to the women’s part 
of the trade, for where women are satisfactorily supplied 
the men will be sure to follow. ‘Where you find a crowd 
of women,’ says Mrs. Mary A. Livermore, ‘you’ll always 
find a fringe of men on the edge,’ and the remark holds good 
now as when she made it concerning the beginnings of her 
work with the sanitary commission in the civil war. And 
the dealer who is disposed to test it, will find that that wise 
woman knew what she was talking about.”

How many dealers in carefully looking over the 
ground can truthfully say that they have anywhere 
near exhausted the trade possibilities of their locality. 
The majority of dealers seem to cling tenaciously to 
some anachronistic tradition of trade ethics, or else are 
too dignified or too lazy to do any hustling for busi- 
ness outside of their store, except possibly through the 
medium of newspaper pages or circulars. 

Of ccurse, if a man has a good location and sits 
dewn end waits for trade to come to him, a certain 
amount will come in the course of time, but the ques- 
tion is, is there not a great deal larger volume which 
cou'd Le secured by the dealer by a personal canvass 
of his community? An active and progressive dealer 
can create a demand for many lines of hardware which 
the zverage farmer who does not err on the side of 
maxing ducks and drakes of his money, is apt to con- 
sider in the line of luxuries. 

A thoroughly posted hardware dealer, however, who 
taiks to the farmer on his own acres can land the trade 
for many articles which he otherwise could not. He 
can also put in an effective oar against the catalogue 
house business, as in personal and always tactful con- 
versation with a farmer, he can point out to him the 
fallacies of some of the numerous catalogue house mis- 
re-resentations. 

* * * 

“T pon’t see,” said John Jones, the hardware dealer, 
“how James Smith gets so much more of the furnace 
business of this locality than I do. I surely am better 
fixed to take care of it than he is.” 

“You make the mistake,” said his friend, “in this 
strenuous age, of supposing that business always comes 
to those who are most capable of taking care of it. On 
the contrary, they are generally passed in the race, as 
in your case, by those who make the most strenuous 
endeavors to secure same. In other words, present-day 
commercial success is a case of fight rather than fit.”

\N INTERESTING story is told by a London paper of 
a young man who secured a large amount of goods of 
different kinds by using the most elegant character 
of note paper. Although he lived in a cheap cottage 
by the canal, his address on his note paper was given 
as “The Woodlands, Fazeley, Staffordshire.” In the 
corner of each sheet was “Telegrams, Spafford, Faze- 
ley,” and also a telephone number. He also had a mon- 
ogram upon the paper.

Too many dealers 
write on the poorest kind of letter heads, and use the 
poorest grade of paper and do not receive the attention 
which they would have if they took more care about

NOTES ON A SUCCESSFUL PIECE 
SYSTET1.* 


PRICE 


BY JOHN MAGEE, CHELSEA, MASS 

In these days of profuse trade literature we hear much 
concerning shop methods, accounting and kindred subjects, 
but somehow the foundry does not seem to get its share of the 
modern ideas that are coming into use, and particularly there 
seems to be little available information in regard to determin 
ing pay under the piece price system. It may therefore be of 
interest to set forth the outline of what has proved a suc 
cessful way of handling the problem in a large specialty 
foundry 

As we all know, the detail of this class of work ts very 
great, since it is not uncommon to find over five thousand 
patterns regularly used in a foundry of this kind, each of 
which must be priced every time it is made, which (together 
with the accounting for defective work not paid for) in 
duces fruitful sources of trouble when mismanaged 

Starting at the root of the question, it is first necessary to 
have a basis for prices that is beyond all dispute, and back 
of which there is no appeal. This is secured by a contract 
in duplicate, giving the molding price of each casting made 
one copy of which is signed by the firm and one by the regular 
price committee appointed by the molders’ union. Some of 
our members, who run non-union or open shops may object to 
this idea, but it certainly has been a most satisfactory way 
of meeting the question, and one that has worked without 
friction. When once signed, the lists stand as a basis for all 
time, and are religiously lived up to by both sides 

New work is priced before going into the shop, and m 
case of a dispute the firm has its signed list to fall back upon, 
which is an unassailable foundation. Of course wages are 
subject to a percentage increase or decrease in case of a gen 
eral change throughout the trade at large, or any particular 
piece may be entirely re-priced in case the method of doing

But this 
Ast is always a basis on which the whole pace of the shop 
vests, and its value cannot be overestimated. 
Each molder is assigned a number and given three stamps 
each bearing it, with which he marks the cope of each mold.

All castings pass through an inspector’s hands for preliminary 
inspection, and he rejects the greater part of the defective 
pieces. But every man in the employ of the company is also 
held responsible for the castings that pass him, and many 
are thrown out by those who assemble the work. 
The rejected castings are sent to the foundry once each

the castings sent te the stage for remelting, and the transac 
tion absolutely closed, no matter what mistakes or errors may 
have been made. 

The sheet bearing the list of work with no numbers s 
also examined by each man, who may supply the missing num 
ber, writing it on the sheet himself, in case he find one of his 
pieces included there. 

When this list is taken down all unclaimed work is looked 
up, the number of the maker added, and the work discounted 
double as a penalty for not supplying the number (see pieces 
marked X, Fig. 1). After being turned into the office these 
lists are cut up, as shown in Fig. 2, to give the separate items, 
and filed in a rack composed of small pigeon holes, one for 
each man employed. An account of the work is kept by the 
workman himself on proper blanks (Fig. 3) and turned in at 
the end of each week, with the prices also filled in as shown 
The firm takes a duplicate account, a clerk going through the 
foundry each night for the purpose. At the end of each week 
this is compared with the molder’s record, the prices he has 
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put down checked against the signed lists, the number of de 
fective pieces as shown by the slips in the pigeon holes bear- 
ing his number are put on, these rejected pieces are subtracted 
from the total numbers made, and the balance is paid for. 

Any castings that are sent into the shop at the time the 
list is posted may be taken from the pile, sent out, and since 
they have been charged and discounted once, the two trans 
actions balancing, they are again charged by the molders as 
new work would be. 

The pay sheets, after the totals have been transferred in 
the pay-roll, are returned to the molder, and before each 
payday each man is visited by a clerk who makes any correc 
tions required in the spaces marked “more” or “less” on the 
record sheet. This clerk takes with him the signed lists and 
the discount slips arranged in a suitable rack, the lists being 
final as regard pay, the slips as regard discount. 

Discount lists are written on different colors for each day 
in the week, so that it is possible to fix the exact date that 
each piece was discounted should the occasion rise for so 
doing. This is one of the best methods for handling the detail 
of this work, and seems to be very popular with the workman 
both sides

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The Trading Stamp Evil. 


The recent passage of a law in New York State forcing trading stamp companies to redeem 
their stamps in cash, suggested to the editor the idea of securing the views of representative 
hardware dealers as to the feasibility of this and other methods of combating this evil.

TRADING STAMPS SHOULD BE LET ALONE

I have always thought that the hardware 
business did not need a lottery connected with it to make 
it a business; and when you consider that the capital em- 
ployed in the iron business and kindred lines is next to the 
capital employed in banking, I think there should be dig 
nity enough about the business to let trading stamps alone.” 

AN EXPENSIVE NUISANCE 

E. R. Ramm, New London, Wis., writes: 

“T think a law in Wisconsin similar to that passed by 
the New York Legislature placing a redeemable value upon 
trading stamps would tend to destroy this evil. It is an ex 
pensive nuisance. 

“IT think this law would tend to do away with trading 
stamps. They are money makers for the man who manufac 
tures them, but the dealer has to pay for them.”

‘J. G. Woodland, who is chairman of the Hotel Com- times. Some consider it just and right to charge double price 
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tor lodging when no meals are taken and if it is only lodging 
and breakfast an extra charge is added. In the smaller coun- 
try hotel shacks the local customers and farmers are charged 
25 cents for a very poor meal while the salesman who eats 
at the same table is charged half a dollar and pays it to escape 
a quarrel, but the hotel man dubs him ‘easy.’ 

“‘Bus lines always charge salesmen 25 cents for bus ride 
whether they walk or ride, if that line handles his baggage, 
and the bus return ticket is always good for the reverse trip. 

“‘Liveries size up their customers and have them down 
very accurately as to whether they can charge regular or 
fancy charges, but the higher rates are invariably sprung 
first and if the salesman is ‘easy’ it goes and if not the regular 
charge is named as a ‘personal matter of good fellowship.’ 
Dray lines charge all the salesman will stand for and if he ob- 
jects to the price he is branded as one of those ‘cheap 
skates.’ 

“I never yet heard a retailer who ever imagined for a 
moment that these impositions on the traveling man were any 
of his funeral, but they are nevertheless. 

“Two great systems of distribution are competing for the 
consumers’ trade. One is the produce-jobber retailer-consum- 
er and the cther is the produce-catalogue-house consumer. 

“The former is the one all the readers of THe AMERICAN 
ARTISAN are identified with. 

“The latter is a common foe. 

“The catalogue house has the advantage of one profit in- 
stead of two and the elimination of the expenses ‘of traveling 
salesmen, their salaries, credit payments, etc. 

“The other system has the advantage of freight differen- 
tials and that of the personal equation. By that I mean the 
dealer’s personality is pitted against the impersonality of the 
catalogue house. 

“The catatogue houses are trying desperately and per- 
sistently to cut down the margin the other system has in the 
matter of freight differentials by securing a parcels post and 
organized jobbers and organized retailers are spending time 
and money and brains in checkmating this endeavor. This 
phase of this war of distributive systems is known to every 
up-to-date retailer. 

“But Messrs. Retail Officials, Messrs. Jobbing Officials, 
why not co-operate with the Travelers’ Protective Association 
in having laws passed licensing hotels, liveries, bus and dray 
lines and placing these departments under the control of an 
inspector who will be instructed by the legislature to regulate 
all existing evils and provide a schedule of charges for the 
different grades of hotels and also liveries, bus and dray 
lines? This would be accomplished by issuing licenses 
without which business could not be done in any of these lines. 
Traveling salesmen will then not have to do any fighting, but 
report to the inspector all unlawful transactions. All the 
good hotels are in favor of these proposed regulations 

“If this were done in every state in the Union it would 
cut down the expenses of traveling men at least one-fourth. 

““*What good would this do,’ says the retailer. ‘It would 
only put some $500 a year in the pocket of the jobber for each 
traveling man employed.’ 

““*No, sir, Mr. Retailer. I am positive that in this age of 
strenuous competition between these two distributive systems 
-our own and the catalogue house scheme—the jobbers, al- 
ready hard pressed, would use this extra fund as sinew of 
war In other words their expense of doing business being 
so much less they in turn could sell to the retailers so much 
cheaper and our distributive system would be so much better 
off in the business race with the catalogue houses.’ 

“This idea does not lie on the surface. It is deep, but it 
is there as clear as crystal. Every dollar the avaricious bus 
driver gouges out of the traveling man is part of a margin 
for or against the retail dealer in the battle with the Chicago 
supply houses. 

“Manufacturer, jobber and retailer are getting together. 
hat is a good sign. The legitimate trade must realize that 
the problem confronting it is one of the cost of distribution. 

“The jobber and retailer must confer as to how cheaply 
they can buy a lemon squeezer at a Pennsylvania factory and 
place it in a farmer’s hands in Northern Montana through 
legitimate trade channels in competition with the catalogue 
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houses Each system has its advantages—each its defects 
lhe catalogue houses are trying to remedy their defect of an 
adverse freight differential by the parcel post. Why don’t our 
system remedy its defect of being milked by cheap grafters by 
securing the passage of laws regulating hotels. Its all in the 
game.” 

UP TO THE JOBBERS 


An Iowa retailer writes: “I note with pleasure the airing 
given the catalogue house and trading stamp questions in 
your last issue. Both are live questions to every retailer, but 
there is one big difference between them. The trading stamp 


‘ 


issue 1s solely a retailer’s issue. It is up to him to “stamp’ 
it out. The catalogue house issue, in spite of all the dust 
that is being thrown in retailers’ eyes, is a jobber’s issue 
more than it is a retail issue. 

“T look at the case like this: All the goods come from 
the manuiacturers. In some lines four or five firms supply 
the entire trade. The manufacturer sells his goods at the 
best terms he can get. The catalogue house pays him cash 
Many jobbers get as long time as they can and as a manu 
facturer complained in your last issue, they squeeze extra 
mounts out of him by various little peculiar schemes. 

“There being a loss in jobbing business as compared 
with catalogue house business, the jobber pays a higher price 
than the cataloguer in the shape of interest on the manufac 
turer's money locked up in jobbing credits—for this item is 
paid, although it don’t figure in the bill. The jobber adds 
i certain percentage to his cost price and passes the penalty 
for his unprogressive business methods on to the retailer 

‘The retailer, in turn, CANNOT PASS THIS BURDEN, UNJUST 
LY FOISTED ON HIS SHOULDERS, ON TO THE CONSUMER BECAUSE 
OF THE CATALOGUE HOUSE PRICES QUOTED THE CONSUMER 


“In other words, the retailer finds himself unable tu 
make the margin of profit his business should give him, be 
cause he is saddled with expenses that should be saddled o1 
the jobber. As long as retailers buy goods at jobbers’ price 
why should the jobbers care? 

“What the hardware world needs to-day is a jobber who 
can buy for cash in large enough quantities so that he can 
sell retailers at prices which enable them to meet catalogue 
house prices and make a fair profit.” 

RETAILER CAN HOLD HIS OWN 

A Kansas retailer writes: ““The way to fight catalogue 
houses is with their own weapons. Retailers have been kept 
back because they have been supporting jobbers and -manu- 
facturers. 

“Once let the retailer combine and fight his own battles 
and the game is his. Let the manufacturer and the jobber 
buy bread and butter for their own babies. 

“Sears, Roebuck & Co. make their own stoves, I am told 
Chey make the stove manufacturer’s profit, the stove jobber’s 
profit, the retailer’s profit. Suppose 500 Kansas retailers 
should start a stove foundry right here in Kansas. [hey 
would then make the stove manufacturer’s, the stove jobber’s 
and the retailer’s profit, and the bulge of freight they would 
have would give them absolute control of the stove trade in 
Kansas. No Chicago catalogue house or St. Louis steel range 
peddler could get a peep in 

“In hardware, we retailers pay for the clothes of the 
hardware manufacturer’s wife, manufacturer’s agent’s wife, 
hardware jobber’s wife and our own wife whenever we 
loosen up sufficient to get her some. 

“If 300 Kansas retailers once started a shovel factory, 
they could defy all competition, but they would not have to. 
Self-preservation would put the whole kit and caboodle of 
shovel manufacturers, manufacturers’ agents and hardware 
iobbers to work ferreting out some simple scheme that would 
make catalogue houses go ’way back and sit down, when it 
came to selling shovels in Kansas. 

“As long as retailers try to undersell catalogue houses 
with goods that cost them more f. o. b. St. Louis than the 
-atalogue house will lay the same goods down for in their 
town, plus the freight, just so long will they get soaked by 
the folks that handle hardware before it gets to them. And 


why shouldn't thev be. since they are so dead easy ?’

Accompanying this 
handsome souvenir, is the following little card of in- 
struction: “In using the saw edge of paper cutter, lay 
the bevelled edge next to paper and hold the cutter in- 
clined at an angle of about thirty degrees. Put a 
slight pressure on the edge of cutter, and with a quick 
upward pull on the paper the toothed edge will be re- 
produced.” 


The Aurora, IIl., Daily Beacon of May 12th last con- 
tains an interesting write-up of the business of the 
Richards Mfg. Co. of that city, manufacturers of the 
Richards door hanger and other hardware specialties. 
From this write-up we learn that the new factory of 
this company is located on the tracks of the Chicago, 
surlington & Quincy R. R., and that it has a special 
switch. The light and power are supplied by elec- 
tricity. Six departments besides the office are main- 
tained for the different stages of manufacture. J.

The Union Brick Bond Co., Pittsburgh, Pa., send 
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us a very atractive little circular, calling attention to 
the fact that walls cannot be bonded properly with 
metal ties unless a bond of sufficient strength is used, 
with enough binding surface coupled with the correct 
formations to insure absolute permanency after being 
placed. These wall ties absolutely fill the specifications 
adopted by a number of leading architects as follows: 
“Metal wall ties shall be of galvanized steel not less 
than 5 in. wide nor lighter than No. 20 gauge. The 
resistance projections or formations must not be sharp 
angles or points such as will shear the mortar under 
strain. They shall be placed not less than one on each 
brick in the binding course and the binding courses 
shall not be less than one in every six courses, making 
1,000 ties for each 6,000 front brick.” 


H. S. Howland Sons & Co., Toronto, Can., whole- 
sale hardware dealers, had their entire stock destroyed 
by fire on April 19th last. However, they were not 
disheartened at this calamity, but promptly hired the 
only available building in the city, namely, a roller 
skating rink, which they converted into a temporary 
wholesale hardware establishment. Hardware and 
Metal, a Canadian hardware paper, presents two views 
of this improvised jobbing house in a recent issue, 
and it shows several unusual points, one being that 
the tiers of goods are unusually high, crates being 
piled on crates to a height in some instances of 25 or 
30 feet. On the other hand, the immense.dome of this 
rink is unavailable for storage purposes and hence 
gives this impromptu jobbing headquarters an amount 
of light and ventilation which probably eclipses that 
of any similar store. 


The Cyclone Woven Wire Fence Co., Holly, Mich., 
send us a catalogue showing their fence. machines, 
lawn and farm gates and fence, crimped and spiral 
fence pickets, etc. Their chainless Cyclone fence ma- 
chines are made largely of malleable iron and Besse- 
mer steel. The rollers are case hardened, made of 
steel and anti-friction. The Cyclone farm gate has a 
frame of hollow steel tubing 4-5 in. in diameter in 3- 
foot gates. One inch in diameter from 3 foot up to 12 
foot gates. For wider than 12-foot gates I 3-10 in. 
tubing outside measurement is used in each case. 
There is one cross piece in gates 5 to 8 foot opening, 
two in 10 to 12 foot openings and three in wider gates. 
The cross pieces are of one inch tubing connected with 
the outer frame by slip trees which go on without cut- 
ting or threading the frame. The machine is 3x5 mesh 
in gates from 3 to 12 feet, and all over 12 feet are 4x7 
Special poultry gates take a mesh 2x3. The 
fittings are made entirely of malleable iron and 
wrought steel. The hinges are adjustable so that the 
gate can be made to hang right even with the post out 
of shape. A half-inch hole is bored in the post for the 
malleable lag screw. .The hinges are also furnished 
with fittings to go with the channel steel posts when 
desired. The latch is of malleable and wrought steel, 
making a positive and substantial catch. Malleable 
bumpers, one at top and one at bottom, keep the gate 
from going too far.

WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Among the papers read at the Wednesday afternoon ses 
sion was the following by Hamp Williams of Hot Springs: 


“THE BEST METHODS OF KEEPING A WELL- 
ESTABLISHED BUSINESS UP TO 
ITS STANDARD.” 


A DEFINITION OF METHOD. 


This subject will admit of many different kinds of argu- 
ment; for instance, the method adopted to establish a good 
business—that is, the good points of the method should be 
continued in the same way, and as the successful merchant

uses sO many methods it is very hard to tell which is the 
best. One of Webster’s definitions of method is way or 
manner. “Let us know the nature of the disease and the 
method of cure,” which is a very appropriate definition to this 
subject. If your business is in a healthy condition, the thing 
to know is how to keep it healthy and the remedy to admin- 
ister in case of sickness or a falling off. A business once 
established must be watched very carefully in every detail. 


A HARDWARE DISEASE, 


Overbuying is one of the diseases of the hardware busi 
ness, lik: over-eating or over-work is to the human body. 
You may feel the effects many days hence, or it may possibly 
end in destruction. You should exercise good judgment and 
buy goods that you think are most suited to your trade and 
then push them. Keep your want book continually before 
you and increase your purchases in proportion to the possi- 
bilities of increase in trade, adding new lines as fast as your 


finances and trade prospects will permit. When you make a 
mistake and buy too much or get goods that are unsalable, 
dispose of them as quickly as possible, because they are, 
like an eating sore, badly in the way and will spread, if the 
remedy is not applied at the beginning 

PURGATIVES AND QUININE 


\long this line it might be well enough to administer a 
purgative about once a year and follow up with a little 
quinine. I think there should be as near as possible, one for 
each line which would necessarily depend upon the number 
of men employed and the number of lines handled, but give 
each man to understand that it is his duty at all times to 
keep thoroughly up on some certain lines, and at the same 


time be so that he can work elsewhere when necessary

Have a stove man, an implement man, a builders’ hardware 
man, and, when possible, always refer the trade in his partic 
ular line to him; for instance, you go to the oculist to have 
your eyes treated, to the dentist to have your teeth filled 
and to Hot Springs for rheumatism and other ailments. Make 
specialty men of your clerks, and have them at all times 
to keep their lines well sampled up to the best advantage, 
so as to make each line attractive and inviting. Have your 
stoves polished, your implements set up in running order 
Take the same care of your store as you do with your per 
son. Keep it always neat and clean 
WATCHFULNESS IS NEEDED 

The next point that presents itself to my mind is watch 
fulness and activity combined. See what is needed and do it. 
If, for illustration, a customer buys goods of you regularly 
and all at once stops buying, if you are a good merchant you 
will discover it immediately and undertake to ascertain the 
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trouble and regain his patronage, if possible. If a farmer 
buys goods of you one year, he will most likely continue 
unless he has reasons for quitting. If you have a good 
method, you will know your customers. If you sell a wagon, 
a buggy, a mower, a sewing machine, a range or a cook 
stove, whatever brand you want to push, enter the purchaser’s 
name, his postoffice address, the article bought, the price 
paid and the date of sale upon a book kept for that purpose, 
having separate pages set apart for each article. 

CAN TELL PROFITS ON VARIOUS LINES. 

This, of course, applies to large items that you wish to 
push; by doing this you can tell at the end of the year how 
many and to whom sold and what your profits were on that 
particular line. The names contained in this book are your 
customers. You might want to mail them a nice calendar or 
some little token of appreciation, and at the same time thank 
them for buying the article of you at a certain back date, 
etc. This book serves many purposes. If you are trying to 
sell Smith of Lone Star P. O. a stove, for instance, you 
look on your book and see that Jones of the same postoffice

bought one of the same stoves some time previous. You can 
use that as a leverage to sell Smith and can protect yourself 
also against conflicting prices. When these articles need re- 
pairing you can look back and find a full description of the 
article he bought in your book. 

PUSHING SALES. 


If you have in mind some article you want to push, buy 
a small amount, sell it, keeping the name of each purchaser 
and wait until they try it. If you find it good, buy more, 
referring your new customers to the old ones, giving names, 
dates, etc. By this method you can increase your business 
to any proportion you may desire. Under this head comes 
the watchfulness of your men and yourselves. See that your 
men carry out your instructions; see also that you instruct 
them properly; see that every article in your store is marked, 
the cost price delivered, if no more but I would recommend 
the selling price also. 

SHOULD SECURE BEST POSSIBLE HELPERS. 


If you want your business to keep up, get the best men 
in the country to help you. The president of the United 


States has plenty time to go hunting and fishing because he 
has good and efficient men at the head of each department. 
He has a system, a method and a way of doing everything. 
There is no retail hardware store in this country which re- 
quires as much supervision as the running of this government, 
yet a great many of us think our business would go to de- 
struction if we were not present every hour and every day 
That is proof that we lack method. The fault is our own. 
SYSTEM IN MEAT BUSINESS. 

Think, for an instance, of the perfect method employed 
in the cold storage meat business. How many of Phil Ar- 
mour’s men did he ever see? Thousands working for him 
that never saw him. He had no doubt hundreds and pos- 
sibly thousands of cold storage plants that had he applied to 
them in person for fifty cents worth of meat on credit, he 
would have been refused. So perfect is this great system 
that the employes can almost look at a can or corn beef 
and tell you who raised the steer from which it was made 

FINANCIERING METHODS. 

I want to call your attention, also, to the method of 
financiering. You should always know what you owe and 
when it is due. You should also know what is due you and 
when it is to be paid. You should know your ability for 
paying before buying. You should also know the way of col- 
lecting before selling. You should watch your percentage of 
profit and should by all means know what portion of your 
profits goes for expenses to keep your business up to the 
standard. 

SALES SHOULD GAIN STEADILY. 

There should always be a steady gain in your sales. With 
these points well guarded and with a well-established busi- 
ness, there is very little danger of failure. 

One other important point I wish to call your attention to 
is the method of advertising. Advertising is to your busi- 
ness the same that blood is to your body; without it you are 
dead. I assert that you cannot succeed in business unless you 
advertise in some way. You may sell cheaper than your com- 
petitor; if you do, that is advertising within itself, and it is 
a very dangerous method. Your competitor can meet that 
class of advertising easily; you have therefore reduced prices 
on your goods permanently. Your competitor has met the 
prices and you have lost your advertisement. Cutting prices 
for an advertisement is the most dangerous proposition con- 
fronting the retail hardware dealers to-day. It will positive- 
ly end in the destruction of your business if you keep it up. 
Sell your goods at a fair and reasonable profit. Do not sell 
one article for cost and another at double its worth; sell each 
at a fair margin and see that your customer gets what he 
buys. 

SHOULD SOLICIT PATRONAGE. 


If you will adopt this method and impress this on the 
minds of every man in your territory about once in every 
thirty days, regularly, and at the same time soliciting their 
patronage and calling their attention to the things you most 
desire them to know, special brands, goods that your com- 
petitors do not handle, and keep persistently at it, you will 
find that “Cheap John” competitors and catalogue houses are 
not in step with you at all. 


SHOULD ESTABLISH A RECORD FOR RIGHT DOING. 


People, as a rule, are willing to pay a profit, but no one 
is willing to be charged extortionate prices. If you sell one 
item for less than cost you are compelled to get a double 
profit on the next. If you sell one customer at cost, in order 
to get his influence, you are compelled to charge the next 
too much in order to get your legitimate profit, and the man 
you robbed will tell his friends to keep away from you, while 
the influential man, the one you sold at cost, will only thank 
himself for his own shrewdness in buying and will only 
speak of it in a manner to his own credit. Do the right thing, 
establish a record for right doing, and the people will find 
it out. 

GET PEOPLE IN YOUR STORE. 

Get them in your place of business; send word by Smith 
to Jones to come and see you; send him a letter, asking him 
to come; send him a circular, send him another; send him a 
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ealendar; send one of your clerks to see him; send another 
clerk, and if all these fail go after him yourself; get him 
in your store. Convince him that you are a square man and 
that you handle a good line of goods. The result is, you have 
won a customer, one that will stay with you. He was hard 
to break off from the other fellow; he will be the same by 
you. 
SHOULD ADVERTISE. 

Advertise in the newspapers, post the fences, old barns, 
logs, trees, bridges and rocks. Keep your name constantly 
in the minds of the people. If you don’t advertise you would 
be surprised to know how many people there are in-your 
town and country that never heard of you. You think they 
all know you because you have been there so long; like a 
man winking at a girl in the dark—he knows what he is do 
ing, but she does not. 

A dead man is soon forgotten, unless he was well adver- 
tised before or after his death. Some men die and their 
business continues to live, that’s Armour; some men live to 
see their business die. Is that you? 

THURSDAY MORNING SESSION 

[he Arkansas Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association in 
their Thursday morning session took a strong stand against 
catalogue houses and adopted resolutions pledging the mem- 
bers in every case to meet the price made by the catalogue 
houses. The discussion of this question was the chief fea- 
ture of the forenoon session. In the afternoon officers were 
elected for the coming year and a large amount of business 
was transacted by the association. 

The new officers, who were elected unanimously upon the 
recommendation of the nominating committee, are as foilows:

THE BEST METHODS OF EXTENDING CREDITS 
AND MAKING COLLECTIONS. 





LACK OF SYSTEM WRECKS THE BUSINESS SHIP 

After an experience of almost twenty years in a retail 
store, occupying successively every position from “boy helper” 
in a country store to head of the firm, I am persuaded that 
lack of system is the rock on which many a retailer’s craft 
breaks and goes down; and in no other department is it re- 
sponsible for more failures than the granting of credit and 
making collections. In no other department is the manage- 
ment so loose and in no other department is it more essential 
that a strict supervision be maintained. 

ESSENTIALLY A CREDIT STORE. 

The hardware store is essentially a credit store—not in 
the sense that the general store is sometimes considered, but 
we are called upon by the very best class of trade for ac- 
commodations, ranging from one to twelve months; and while 
it is thus considered, it can be conducted upon a safe, sound 
basis, without material loss. 

SHOULD SECURE REFERENCES AND SECURITY. 


No laws of state can suffice, and credit must, of necessity, 
be entirely independent of legislation; consequently, after all 
rules and regulations have been exhausted, the credit mai 
must at last resort to facts obtained by diligent inquiry and 
personal characteristics of a customer who applies for credit. 
When personal knowledge is limited, or the customer is a 
stranger to you, do not hesitate to ask for reference (or, bet- 
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ter still, demand security) and add to the knowledge obtained 
from such references a well-trained judgment of human na 
ture, 

An organization of the local merchants of the town for 
mutual protection is quite often beneficial, but is not always 
possible; and even then the individual must exercise a cer- 
tain amount of fine discrimination and knowledge of his 
fellowman. 

ZEAL IS CAUSE OF LOSS 

\ large per cent of losses is the effect of over-zealous- 
ness in business as well as inability to say no. I know it 
does seem to the merchant that he has developed into the 
basest ingrate when he has to refuse credit to a customer 
who has spent his cash, as well as used his influence for the 
house, and who only asks for a small amount for a short 
time. But if the party is unworthy of credit, say NO, even 
at the loss of his business. When a customer proves to you 
that he is not honest and trustworthy, he should not be 
given a line of credit, except when ample security is offered. 


Clerks should not be given “carte blanche” in matters of cred 





but when application is made should refer same to the head 
of the firm. Due regard should be given to a man’s ability 
to pay, but the vital part to consider is honesty of purpose as 
shown by previous conduct. A limit should be placed upon 
most accounts and the bookkeeper required to notify credit 
man as soon as same is reached, whereupon the customer 
should be required to give additional security 
LIEN NOTES. 
In the sale of all vehicles and implements, it is much 
iter to take notes retaining a lien on property purchased, 
inless customer is known to have considerable property that 
would not be subject to schedule. 
MAKE A SPECIFIC DATE FOR PAYMENT 

\ mistake that is made by almost every retailer is in not 
having a firm understanding, and making a specific date 
or payment when sale is made. When the account or note 
s due a statement should be sent followed by another in a 
reasonable time, and this in turn by a personal call of the 
collector; for in this way a customer is made to understand 
that we are doing business in a manner not calculated to 
1old out inducements to “deadbeats.” 

CONDITION OF CASH CUSTOMERS SHOULD BE KNOWN. 

lhe retailer should have his credit man familiarize him- 
self with the financial condition of every cash customer of 
the store, when possible, so that he may be able to answer 
ifirmatively or otherwise, immediately on request for favors 
Upon his ability-to do so depe nds the value of such person 
to the firm. We are likely to be persuaded against our bet- 
ter judgment when we stop to listen to the oily tongue of the 
would-be “‘deadbeat.” 


COLLECTIONS SHOULD BE LOOKED AFTER SYSTEMATICALLY. 


In the matter of collections, many of us leave it to 
incompetent persons, when we should exercise a supervision 
over it ourselves. We should look after our collections as 
systematically as we do the purchases and sale of our wares 


LOCAL BANK SHOULD HELP. 

As stated in the outset, we should have distinct under 
standing as to when the account is to be paid, and have the 
bookkeeper mail statement on such date, to be followed by 
others of a more “pressing nature,” if not responded to in a 
reasonable time. All accounts should be closed by note if not 
paid at maturity, and security exacted. This will prevent 
lisputes months afterward and retain the friendship of many 
who might otherwise become enemies of the store. The local 
bank can be made a help in collecting notes from your sen- 
sitive customers, and will cheerfully do so without cost to 
you. The average customer knows better how to “stand 
you off” than the banker, and will pay promptly in order to 
establish a reputation for debt paying. 

SHOULD COLLECT WITHOUT LEGAL PROCESS 


A regular collector should be kept and should be sent 
regularly to see the delinquents, which person will be found 
to pay better than the best salesman in the house, although 
his work does not show up so well, and frequently seems to 
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be an unnecessary expense that might as well be dispensed 
with without material loss. 

When times are good, retailers are liable to neglect their 
collections, for the reason that they do not need the money, 
and are afraid of giving offense in asking for it. To avoid 
such, the merchant should draw out his profits annually, 
leaving only enough to carry on the business in a conservative 
way. On the other hand, when collections are slow, we are 
liable to become discouraged and fail to make the effort 
necessary. An account can frequently be secured by granting 
a longer time, and even by lending a small amount in cash, 
obtain a lien on personal or real property. 

At the end of the year, charge off all doubtful accounts 
and turn same over to the collector, with instructions to col- 
lect or compromise. In this way, they will not be lost sight 
of by being swallowed up in the New Year’s business. 

Finally, one idea should be borne in mind constantly: 
Collect without legal process. 

The question of the catalogue houses was then taken 
up and the discussion occupied the remainder of the morning 
session. The discussion was opened by R. W. Shapleigh, vice 
president of the Norvell-Shapleigh Hardware Company of St. 
Louis, who spoke on the subject of “Catalogue House Com- 
petition,” from the jobber’s standpoint. National Secretary 
M. L. Corey of Argos, Ind., followed, taking up the question 
from the standpoint of the retailer. The question was then 
thrown open to general discussion and among those who spoke 
were: W. M. Graham of Clarendon, J. B. Avera of Para- 
gould, Hamp Williams of Hot Springs, W. T. Avers of Poca- 
hontas, T. B. Stewart of Newport, E. E. Mitchell of Morril- 
ton, J. M. Pittman of Prescott, J. F. Maxey of Ozark and W 
H. Jackson of Dardanelle. 

All of the speakers condemned the catalogue houses and 
urged the members of the association to unite in an effort to 
drive them out of business. The association adopted by a 
unanimous vote a resolution pledging the members to meet 
the prices made by the catalogue houses. 

Resolutions were also adopted expressing the confidence 
of the association in the efforts now being made by the 
national association to meet this competition, and endorsing 
the idea of giving publicity to the efforts of the retail associa- 
tions in bringing before the public what was termed the 
“viciousness and selfishness of this competition.” 

THURSDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The afternoon session was closed to all but members of 
the association and was devoted almost entirely to the reports 
of committees and the transaction of routine business. The 
only paper read was one by J. A. Plummer of Marianna, on 
the subject, “Shall Barbed Wire and Nails Be Profit-Makers 
or Leaders With Us?” 

Reports were presented by the committees on membership, 
transportation, fraternal relations, program, finance, auditing 
and nominating committee, presenting the names given above, 
was adopted unanimously, and the secretary was instructed 
to cast the entire vote of the association for each of the 
nominees. 

Thursday evening at 7:30 o'clock a stereopticon and mov- 
ing picture entertainment was given in the convention hall by 
the National Cash Register Company. A large number of 
views of:a general nature were presented, as well as explana- 
tions, of model stores, systems, the management of clerks, 
window dressing and similar subjects 


THURSDAY EVENING 


The members of the association were tendered a banquet 
Thursday evening at Gleason’s cafe, which was given in their 
honor by the W. W. Dickinson Hardware Company and Fones 
Bros. Hardware Company of Little Rock. 

J. J. Mandlebaum of Fones Bros. Hardware Company 
made an ideal toastmaster and introduced each speaker with a 
few appropriate and felicitious remarks. 

In responding to the first toast, “The Hardware Man and 
the Lawyer,” Hon. Morris M. Cohn of Little Rock told some 
humorous anecdotes at the expense of the hardware men 
and congratulated them on their strong organization. 

Speaking to the toast, “Knockers,” Hamp Williams of 
Hot Springs told of some experiences he had had with 
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“knockers,” but said he was glad there was none of this 
species in the Arkansas Retail Hardware Dea'‘ers’ Associa 
tion. 

M. L. Corey of Argos, Ind., was to have responded to the 
toast, “Business Prosperity,” but he had to leave the city on 
an early evening train and his place was taken by Charles 
Kramer, president of the Little Rock Retail Grocers’ Associa- 
tion. Having had some experience with organizations, Mr 
Kramer congratulated the hardware men that they had be 
come strongly organized. He said that business in Arkansas 
and the whole state was in better condition than ever before 

J. N. Heiskell, editor of the Little Rock Gazette, who 
responded to the toast, “Hardware in History,” showed that 
there was much hardware in history and much history in 
hardware. 

Hon. John M. Rose of Little Rock, in responding to the 
toast, “State Pride,” protested against the misrepresentations 
from which Arkansas had suffered and then briefly mentioned 
the names of Arkansans who had become great in war, in busi- 
ness and in other lines. 

In responding to the toast, “Sociability,’ W. M. Graham 
of Clarendon, Ark., said that sociability was absolutely neces- 
sary in all organizations.

C. D. Winburne, of Coal Hill. The report dealt chiefly with 
the complaint which had been made that local jobbers had 
been selling to others besides retail hardware dealers. <A 
number of Little Rock jobbers were present, upon the invita- 
tion of the association, and there was a lengthy discussion 
upon the rights of the retailers and jobbers. At the close 
of the discussion the sentiment of the association was ex- 
pressed in the following resolution: 

“Resolved, That this association request all manufacturers 
and jobbers to confine their sales to hardware dealers who 
carry a full line of hardware. We realize, however, that in 
some towns they should have the right to sell to general stores, 
but we request, with what we deem good reason, that all job- 
bers make lower prices to the exclusive dealer than to the 
general store.” 


FRIDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 


At the afternoon session a number of committee reports 
were received, the new officers were installed, and the session 
closed with a general discussion of the question, “What Shall 
We Attempt to Do in the Fiscal Year Which We Are Just 
Entering ?” 

One of the most important committee reports was that 
of the insurance committee, to which had been referred the 
question of forming an insurance company. The committee 
reported favorably on the project of organizing a state hard- 
ware mutual insurance company, but no definite action was 
taken by the association. After a lengthy discussion the mat- 
ter was referred again to the insurance committee, with in- 
structions to report definitely at the next convention. 

The committee on resolutions presented a report extend- 
ing the thanks of the association to the trade journals, the 
Little Rock press, the W. W. Dickinson Hardware Company 
and the Fones Bros. Hardware Company for the banquet given 
the association, the Little Rock business men for the enter- 
tainment given at Forest Park, and others who had con- 
tributed to the success of the convention. 

The following resolution, introduced by J. M. Pittman, 
Prescott, was adopted by the association: 

“Resolved, That the association notes with no small 
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degree of pride and satisfaction that the banquet tendered 
by the W. W. Dickinson Hardware Company and the Fones 
Bros. Hardware Company to this association was free from 
all kinds of intoxicating liquors. We take this as a strong 
recognition of a healthy public sentiment in favor of tem- 
perance, and a mark of the high order of the citizenship of 
our association.”

A COMPREHENSIVE CATALOGUE. 


Friedley & Voshardt, 194-202 Mather street Chicago, 
claim that their handsome catalogue of architectural 
sheet metal ornaments which is just fresh from the 
press is the largest volume of this character ever issued. 
This catalogue is printed on a high grade of enameled 
paper, and contains 256 pages 10% by 14 inches in 
dimensions. As there are as many as 40 cuts of orna- 
ments on some pages, it is a low estimate to figure out 
that there are at least 5,000 illustrations of these orna- 
ments in this book. This is one of three catalogues, 
issued by this firm; the others being devoted to job- 
bing work and ceilings, respectively. This concern are 
also at work on an architect’s edition to their cata- 
logue, which will be a volume of 416 pages. This cat- 
alogue under review contains models which are the 
accumulation of many years of patient study and ex- 
periment along these lines.

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A COMPREHENSIVE CATALOGUE. 





Friedley & Voshardt, 194-202 Mather street Chicago, 
claim that their handsome catalogue of architectural 
sheet metal ornaments which is just fresh from the 
press is the largest volume of this character ever issued. 
This catalogue is printed on a high grade of enameled 
paper, and contains 256 pages 1014 by 14 inches in 
dimensions. As there are as many as 40 cuts of orna- 
ments on some pages, it is a low estimate to figure out 
that there are at least 5,000 illustrations of these orna- 
ments in this book. This is one of three catalogues, 
issued by this firm; the others being devoted to job- 
bing work and ceilings, respectively. This concern are 
also at work on an architect’s edition to their cata- 
logue, which will be a volume of 416 pages. This cat- 
alogue under review contains models which are the 
accumulation of many years of patient study and ex- 
periment along these lines. A large number of the 
designs in this work are brand new. The demand for 
these goods is world-wide, orders coming in from Aus- 
tralia, Germany, etc. 

The cover of this volume is a striking illustration 
of what this firm can do in the clay modeling line. 
Page 5 of this volume shows a superb picture of the 
interior of their modeling room. Samples of their 
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work can be seen in all sections of the country. Among 
them are the Statue of Peace, Shield and Coat of 
Arms of Maryland, Soldiers’ Monument at Two Riv- 
ers, Wis., the Statue of Justice at Cadiz, O., and sev- 
eral large statues for the Soldiers’ Monument at 
Scranton, Pa. 

Their method of making sheet metal statuary con- 
sists of swaging the metal in sections by the use of 
metal dies. These dies are made from plaster casts, 
and the casts are made from the metal. The sections 
after shaping are riveted together in such a manner as 
to make absolutely invisible joints. They use metal 
weighing from 16 to 32 ounces to the square foot and 
upward, the weight being governed by the size of the 
statue. 

In glancing through this volume, we note on page 6 
a statue representing Education, Justice and Law made 
for the Riverside Courthouse, Riverside, Cal. ; the total 
height is 14 feet, the base is 7 feet square; the height 
of top figure to top of wings is 11 feet, and the lower 
figures are 5 feet 9 inches each.

6 inches high; Phillippus, 5 feet 6 inches high; An- 
dreas, 5 feet 6 inches high; Bartholomaeus, 5 feet 6 
inches high; Tudas Matthaeus, 5 feet 6 inches high; 
Johannes, 5 feet 6 inches high; Paulus, 5 feet 6 inches 
high ; Matthaeus, 5 feet 6 inches high; Jacobus, 5 feet 
6 inches high; Petrus, 5 feet 6 inches high; Justice, 8 
feet 6 inches high, and Angel, 8 feet nigh.

It looks as though the present tinplate scale would 
expire without new ones being signed up and that the 
union mills will be closed for quite a while after June 
30th. The Amalgamated Association of Iron, Steel & 
Tinplate Workers have demanded a reduction from the 
original 1903-04 scale of only Io per cent, when a re- 
duction of 18 per cent is now in force and has been for 
over two months. They have also demanded: an abro- 
gation of the rebate arrangement and a change in the 
increments with higher selling prices of tinplate from 
2 to 5 per cent for every 10c per box increase in market 
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price. These, with a number of foot note changes, are 
enough to require considerable debate. 

In addition to all this the attitude of the independent 
tinplate manufacturers complicates the situation. Or- 
dinarily the leading interest threshes out the matter 
with the Amalgamated Association of Iron, Steel & 
Tinplate Workers, and when a scale has been signed 
with it, the scale is presented to the independents 
through the medium of the mill com: *ittee in each mill 
and the independents sign individually. None of them 
have been disposed in the past to make a contest and 
the regular union tin mills are counted upon to sign 
year after year. This time, however, there are grave 
doubts in the case of nearly everyone. It may be that 
they will all make a strong effort to break loose. The 
leading interest is therefore not in the same position 
as formerly, when it could sign a scale in the assur- 
ance that the independents would do the same. Now 
if it signed the scale it might be confronted with all 
the independents succeeding in running non-union. 
The Amalgamated Association gives no guaranty in 
such cases. Its guaranty simply is that all union mills 
will have the same wage scale. If a mill becomes non- 
union it is as sorry as anybody else, but that is all 
there is to it. The leading interest, therefore, will be 
less disposed than formerly to come to an agreement 


with the men.

Your finger on 
being withdrawn will be covered with a delicate coat- 
ing which will be dry to the touch. Plunge your finger 
into dry lycopodium and the coating will disappear 
save in creases in the skin. This test will not work if 
the lycopodium is adulterated with pinepollen, starch 


or sand.
